jury today indicted Chicago's for- 
mer postmaster, John C. Hader- 
lein, and 10 others in connection 
with alleged job selling in the Chi- 
cago post office. 


The eleven 
defendants 
were 


named in nine indictments 're- 
turned before District Judge John' 
P. Barnes. 


Among those named by the 


grand jury was Frederick P. Wall, 
37, former secretary to Rep. Wil- 
liam M. Dawson, Negro. Democrat 
from Chicago's South Side 1st Dis- 
trict. Wall has not worked for 
Dawson since Aug. 31, shortly af- 
ter the investigation began. 


Haderlein, who resigned his .of- 


fice shortly before the grand jury 
began its investigation; was ac- 
cused of accepting bribes up to 
$1,000 to promote postal clerks to 
better Jobs. 


Haderlein was named in 10 


counts, two charging conspiracy to 
defraud the government of honest 
post office administration, seven 
charging acceptance of bribes, and 
one an attempted bribe deal.

The previous 13 witnesses, all 


United States citizens employed, by 
U. N., declined to say whether 
they were or had been Commu- 
nists. All 12 died the fifth amend- 
ment to the constitution- on grounds 
of possible selMncrimination. 


Miss Crawford, who said she 


earns $9,000 a year, was question- 
ed by Sen. Herbert O'Conor, (D- 
Md), presiding at the hearing.

been used. 


In a formal address earlier, 


Pace said the army is seeking to 
have a "proper share" of nuclear 
materials .earmarked for it* use 
—a possible indication that mili- 
tary men feel they are not now 
getting as much as they should 
have.

The advertisement which your Union published in the October 11, 1952, issue of the 
Dixon Evening Telegraph has been brought to our attention. Frankly, there are many 
misstatements in this release made by your Negotiating Committee. Someofthe mis- 
statements are undoubtedly due to misinformation, others due to misunderstanding and 
still others due to misrepresentation of the facts. 


The Company is in a position to answer satisfactorily every one of the points the Union 
has set forth. However, we are of the opinion that if we were to do so by letters to you 
or through the newspaper, it might onlv bring forth more misstatements from the Union, 
which would make it more difficult for the Union Negotiating Committee and the Com- 
pany Negotiating Committee to ultimately reach a new Agreement. In fact, it might ac- 
tually result in prolonging the present needless strike. 
In a letter dated January 30,1952, your Union stated that it wanted to enter into joint 
negotiations with the other four Plants and Divisions of the National-Standard Company 
which were covered by one Master Agreement. The Company on more than one occasion 
said it preferred to negotiate a separate Labor Agreement for the Reynolds Wire Division. 
Nevertheless, negotiations began in New York City on September 4,1952, with the Union 
Negotiating Committee for the Reynolds Wire Division in joint attendance with the com- 
mittees from four Plants and Divisions of the Company which had previously been cov- 
ered by a Master Agreement since March 1,1950. During these negotiations the Com- 
pany, in addition to offering the much higher wage scale and other economic provisions 
which are now in effect at the other Plants and Divisions of the Companv covered by the 
Master Agreement, made several concessions to enable the Reynolds Wire Division to 
come under the provisions of the new Master Agreement. The Company is firmly con- 
vinced that its proposals were fair in every respect, and if an earnest effort had been 
made to fully understand them, they would have been found acceptable.

Your Union Negotiating Committee does not seem to grasp even at this date that the 
Company will insist On specific provisions in the new Agreement to assure the efficient 
and orderly operation of the plant which will be beneficial to the employees and not 
detrimental to the employees as the Union now claims. This is the Company's position, 
whether Reynolds Wire Division is covered by a separate Agreement or whether by the 
new Master Agreement dated September 13,1952.

When the Negotiating Committee for the Reynolds Wire Division withdrew from negoti- 
ations in New York City on September 12. 1952, we advised them that we would meet 
at the appropriate time to resume negotiations for an Agreement in behalf of the Reyn- 
olds Wire Division, a letter dated September 22,1952, was addressed to your Union re- 
affirming the Company's intention. Notwithstanding this fact, the present work stoppage 
began on Seotember 23,1952. This happened before the Labor Agreement expired on 
September 30, 1952, and therefore was a violation of the Agreement. 


We have, as stated, been ready to resume collective bargaining negotiations with your 
Negotiating Committee. The paid advertisement is the first knowledge that we have had 
that the Union is now prepared to resume negotiations.

Anti-Recession Weapons Are 
Experience, Informed Public 


Some of the men who make their living by diagnosing 
state of the nation's economy are saying we may be in 


for a mild recession soon. It's both noteworthy and hearten 
ing that the word they're using is recession and not deprea 
sion. And the concensus seems to be that any recession wil 
Hot be severe. Nothing like the dark days that followed the 
crash of 1929. 


Another happy point is the lack of unanimity among the 


prophets as to when the recession will come, if indeed it does 
Some say in a few months, some say in a few years.

Already there have been some recession signs. There 


was a decline in some business fields in 1949 and again in 
1951, but they were more than offset by increasing manufac 
ture of arms.

Some believe a recession is inevitable when we begin to 


•meet our defense goals and arms manufacture tapers off. 
But even if that comes to pass, the country will be much bet- 
ter prepared to cope with itlthtn it was following 1929. 


For one thing, we have a valuable store of experience 


gotten the hard way during the depression of the 30's.' For 
another thing we now have some practical cushions against 
§ recurrence of bad times-—.bank, deposit insurance, unem- 
ployment insurance, farm price supports, old-age pensions. 


A big program of public works, providing emergency em- 


,-jplovment to thousands, would almost certainly be put into 
effect if the recession were severe enough to throw any ap- 
preciable number of people out of work.

Forward-looking businessmen, aware of certain recession 


warnings, are guarding against overconf idence. This aware- 
ness of what might develop is a mental attitude we all might 
well adopt. Because, certainly one of the strongest anti-re- 
" cession weapons we have is an informed and clear-thinking 
public.

Modern Heart Surgery Gives 
New Hope for 'Blue' Babies

Among the most remarkable ad- 


vances in medicine in recent years 
are the developments in heart sur- 
gery. Thanks to the extraordinary 
ingenuity of many patient research 
workers and their experiments on 
dogs, it is now possible to save the 
lives of many children and adults 
who were formerly doomed to early 
graves. 


Nearly everyone is familiar with 


the term "blue baby" which la 
riven to pitiful infanta who are 
bom with a bluish color of the' 
skin resulting from lack of oxygen 
in the blood: . 


In blue babies, the deficiency of 


oxygen is the result of a malform- 
ed .heart, or malformation of the 
arge blood vessels lying near it. 
Such defective structures allow the 
blood containing small amounts of 
oxygen to mix. with the oxygen- 
laden • blood from the lungs. The 
result, of course, is that the tissues 
do not receive enough life-giving 
oxygen. 
/ ' 


Several kinds of malformations 


of the heart permit this mixing 
of 
oxygen-containing and non- 


oxygen-containing blood. For sev- 
eral of these inborn defects of 
structure, It is now possible to 
operate successfully. 


In one treatable form, the pas-

which should normally close be- 
fore birth falls to do so. This is 
called a patent (or open ductus ar- 
teriosus. This opening can now be 
closed by delicate Heart surgery. 
The operation has already been 
done hundreds of times with great 
success. 


Some of the other congenital 


malformations of the heart can 
also be treated successfully by 
surgery, but not all of them. For 
this reason, careful study of each 
case has to be conducted individ- 
ually in order to make a diagnosis, 
and to decide -whether or not aur- 
gery would be useful. 


RHEUMATIC FEVEB IS CAUSE 


But the possibilities of helpful 


heart "surgery are no longer re- 
stricted to the diseases present at 
birth. One of the common causes 
of heart disease la rheumatic fever 
which so frequently affects the 
valves lying'on the Inside of the 
heart. 


Although it seems almost un- 


believable, the methods which have 
recently been devised now make 
it possible In many instances to 
repair such diseased valves and 
counter-effect many of the harm- 
ful and dangerous actions of such 
damage. Truly it can be said that 
surgery have brought new hope to 
thousands.
